(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains.

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Pentaedo in view of Suziki taken with Wester and further 
in view of 21 CFR 1 01 .79 & 1 72.345. 

Applicant has amended the claims to state that the spread has a 
better mouthfeel. Applicant argues that 400 mg folic acid is higher than the 
amount set forth in the claims. This amendment and argument has been 
considered but is not persuasive. There is no requirement in CFR to 
include as much as 400 mg folic acid in the spread of Pentaedo. The 
mouthfeel of the composition of Pentaedo in view of Suziki with Wester is 
an inherent property of the composition. The fact that one composition 
may have a different mouthfeel than another is not seen to constitute 
unobviousness. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action.
